He said that, as the Sainapati was a man of 
ability and independent character, his removal from Manipur 
was necessary. Again, he declared: “I am quite aware that the 
Government of India in their despatches make use of expres- 
sions like treachery and rebellion, and accuse the Sainapati of 
moral offences, for which they declare their intention to punish 
him. But that is only the way in which the Anglo-Saxon 
race are always accustomed to treat criminal conduct in their 
opponents.” Nothing could be more candid and straight- 
forward than such a statement. Sir John Gorst further 
observed that, in his own time, mediocrity had been preferred 
to talent and genius, and that Government had always done 
this in Eastern countries! He has been much censured on 
the ground that his specch, far from being a defence of, was. 
a strong indictment against, the Government of India, But 
his speech was only a true exposition of the Government policy. 
The princes and ministers in native states who show any 
signs of talent and independence are at once repressed with & 
high hand, _Men of average abilities are employed in the 
public service in preference to more competent ‘men. Men 
like the Raja of Bhinga, Rana Shankar Bakhsh and Nawab 
Ahsan-ullah Khén are appointed Members of the Supreme 
Legislative Council, inasmuch as they can be easily led by 
the nose. Let British ministers abuse Sir John Gorét, or torn 
him out of office if they like, but his statement of the Gov- 
ernment policy was too true. It is a mistake to suppose 
that his speech will shake the confidence of the Indian princes” 
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‘the Government of India. They have long ‘been fully 
alive to its mischievous policy. The only way to efface the 
dark stain fixed on its forehead by the Manipur imbroglio is 
by redeeming the pledges made to the people and strictly 
adhering to the existing treaty stipulations with the feuda- 


tory chiefs,

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‘The Hinds Pradip (Allahabad), for July, says that, in 


reply to the agitation for the reduc- 

eo tion of the export of wheat, the Gove 
ernment of India has published a resolution’ in which it has 
been alleged that the produce of wheat greatly exceeds the 
requirements of the country, the bulk of the population sub- 
sisting on the coarser grains. If the surplus wheat were not 
exported, it would rot. By making such a statement Gov- 
ernment has only added insult toinjury. The price of wheat 
has so largely risen on account of the enormous exports that 
people are obliged, owing to their poverty, to use the 
cheaper grains, which are not so nutritious as wheat. Nothing 
could be agreater mistake than to suppose that the dearth of 
food-grains is due to an increase in the wealth of the country. 
Government thinks that during the last ten years there 
has been a great improvement in the condition of the 
poorer classes, especially the cultivators. It does notsee the 
people as they are, but as they are described in the rose- 
coloured reports of subordinate officials, The inquiry made 
into the state of affairs in Lord Dufferin’s time was not a fair 
and impartial one, but was only intended to stop the com- 
plaints as to the growing poverty of the country. Similarly 
it would appear that the recent inquiries of Government 
regarding the cultivation and export of wheat were made with 
the object of defending the export, Government should 


check the export, otherwise the people will suecumb to their 
miseries in course of time.

tianity, In order to check this conversion Réja Ram Mohan 
Rai and Swami Daydénand Saraswati founded the “ Brahmo 
Sam4j” and the “ Arya Saméj.”’ The foundations of Hin- 
duism have been steadily undermined by Government in an 
utiderhand way. But as Government refrained from overt 
interference, the Hindus were highly satisfied with British 
rule, and many men voluntarily left native states and settled 
in British territory. But it is to he regretted: that lately Gov- 
ernment has departed from its policy of religious tolerance, to 
the great annoyance of the Hindu community, The Hindus 
had hardly recovered: from the effects of the severe shock 
inflicted by the Age of Consent Bill, when an old temple at 
Benares was threatened with demolition.

The Bhdrat Jiwan (Benares), of the 20th July, coms 
An otter at the bathing plains that a big otter, belonging to 
ghats at Benares, a sweetmeat seller at Dashashwamedh, 
frequently hautits the bathing ghdts at Beriares and has 
made itself a public nuisan¢e. It suddenly gets upon the 
heads or backs of boys swimming in the river, and the 
boys, being frightened in consequence, natrowly escape being 
drowned, Lately it bit the leg of a woman bathing in the 
river, and again four or five days later it caught hold of the 
leg of a child which was m its miother’s arms, and the brute 
did not leave the child until a number of men éame to its 
tescue. The police should see to this. 


The Nojm-ul-Hind (Jaunpur), of the 20th July, says 
that no religious quarrels have ever’ 
oecurred at Jaunpur. But on the 
occasion of the last Id some Hindus objected to the slaughter 
of kine in a certain part of the city. The Magistrate made 
satisfactory arrangements for the slaughter being effected and

sage — 7 tee Kalwar, Khurdabad, who states that 
Allahabad. ” a Pandit recites the Ramayan at hus 
house in the evening. Of course the shell is blown snd the 
bell rung at the commencement of the recitation. Wahid 
Ali, head constable in charge of the Khurdabad police station, 
lately sent for Bihari and some other men and told them not 
to make any noise at the time of offer of prayers by Musal- 
mins, otherwise he would get them imprisoned. He allowed 
them to blow the shell and ring the bell at 7-30.or 9 rx. if 
they liked, Jn acegrdance with the head constable’s onder

the Hindus do so at 9 P.M., but still stones are secretly 
thrown on them during the recitations, _They went to the 
local police station to report the matter, but were turned 
out by Wahid Ali. On the 12th July-a woman who had 
a baby in her arms was struck by a stone. Again, a stone 
was thrown at the religious gathering on the 14th idem, and 
a report was made by Bihari at the city police station next 
day. The Hindus were never harassed in this way in the 
time of other head constables. Wahid Ali and other Musal- 
mins ask them to stop their recitations under threat of ill- 


treatment. The District Magistrate should give the matter 
his immediate attention, 
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
